PARIS, Jan. 
25— (I N S )—(Steaming 
across the Sea of Japan from Tsuruga 
to Viadivostock. from the Nipponese 
empire of Hirohito to the Red realm 
of Stalin the Infallible, was like cross- 1 
ing no man’s land, from one trench to 
another. 
The steel-black ocean was 
empty, not a ship in sight, as though 
none dared venture in waters where 
two such fierce opponents wait for 
baffle. 


The little "Siberia Maru" trudged 
along, wallowing in the heavy swell, 
and seemed resentful, perhaps fearful 
at approaching Viadivostock. a hostile 
port where just a few months ago she 
was boarded, searched and held by the 


Intelligence Service oi one of the pow/" 
ors most concerned. 
The manufacture of submarines is 
well known to be one of the most diffi­ 
cult tasks of marine engineering. The 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
concentrated 
the 
i greater part of its vast resources upon 
its armed forces. 
Nevertheless it r e ­ 
mains one of tin* most astounding feats 
of Soviet enterprise that they should 
have been able to build one submarine 
let alone fifty. 
It is believer however, that the S o ­ 
viets began building submarines as far 
back as before Hitler cairn1 to power 
and that they had the help of German 
marine engineers to

We might as well have been at war 
to judge by the temper of tile ship’s 
company. Silently eight of us assem ­ 
bled for meals, seven Japanese, the 
captain, three officers, three passen­ 
gers and myself, all men.

twelve meals not a word was spoken. 
Silently we bowed on leaving. 
Two Russians, a man aud a woman, 
were passengers in the second class. 
We three were the only whites on 
board. In the three days trip not a 
word was exchanged between the Jap­ 
anese and the whites, for one reason 
that the Japanese pretended to speak 
includeo 
no other language than their own, for! 
another that in war zones it is better 
to keep your mouth shut. 
It was a lonesome trip and I was 
delighted when we touched at three j 
ports on the Northeast coast of Korea 
-Rashin, 
Seishin and 
Yuki, 
but 
I 
reckoned without the Japanese police, j 
for they kept us all on board, because 
these are new naval bases, and ports 
for 
landing 
Japanese 
troops to be j 
rushed up by the 
railroad the Jap­ 
anese have built all along the frontier 
nearest Viadivostock. 
Thousands of soldiers and hundreds I 
of coolies swarmed around the busy i 
docks of these formerly insignificant 
Korean fishing villages. Here the Jap 
allose 
have 
constructed 
excellent i 
springboards from which to leap upon 
their principal objective, tin* military! 
air-flelds around Viadivostock. 
That outpost 
of the 
Red empire, 
nearest point in all Russia to Japan 
is just 675 miles from Tokio and Yoko­ 
hama, alwnit four hours’ flying time 
for one of the big Soviet bombers. The 
Japanese w’ill strike first and hardest 
at V la d iv osto k 's flying fields if and 
when the 
striking 
moment 
comes. 
They fear above all the effect of air 
bombardment upon the combined 7.- 
UOO.OOO inhabitants of their capital and 
its suburbs. 
Viadivostock for this reason is in 
the Japanese eyes a pistol held loaded 
and cocked at Japan s back. They can 
never feel secure until that pistol is 
removed. 
It will be hard to take. I got up be 
fore dawn to watch us enter Vladivos- 
took harbor. This was an experience j 
worth sitting up all night to see. 
It j 
has not been many journalists’ luck : 
to visit Viadivostock 
since the 
R e d , 
army made it one of their principal 
liases. 
The sea had turned coal-black, was 
glassy calm, but heaved in long slow 
swells as1 w e dropped anchor, still by 
night, aud waited for the pilot. Pres- ; 
ently a rocky chain of islets emerged 
on the left and then a bigger one came 
in sight as the dawn advanced. The 
big 
island 
called “ Russian 
Island” 
provides what is probably the most 
perfect submarine base in the world. 
Splitting it almost, but not quite in 
two. is a 
bay, called "Novik”, very 
deep. capable of receiving the largest 
warships, and surrounded on all sides 
except the narrow entrance, by craggy 
cliffs now fortified to withstand the 
heaviest naval attack. In fact it seem ­ 
ed possible that the Soviets might li ­ 
able with their heavy coastal artillery 
to hold the Japanese 
Navy for an 
indefinite time away from their sub­ 
marine base on Russian Island while 
the subs themselves plus minefields 
keep the navy away from the harbor 
of Viadivostock itself.
